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According to the letter of BRINGUIER, OSWALD distributed 
such handbills on Canal Street, Hew Orleans i on_August 9,_ 
1963 • Also, according to the letter of BRINGUIER, O SWA LD 
had distributed such handbills in the name of A. J. B.IDELL. 
In addition, according to the letter of BRINGUIER, OSWALD 
had. distributed pamphlets entitled, "The Crime Against Cuba, 
by CORLISS LAMONT, 'printed by "Easic Pamphlets,'"' Eox 42, 
Cathedral Station, New York City. 

Also, in his letter to L ANUS A, BRINGUIER had 
enclosed an Autostat of a blank application for membership 
in the FPCC, New Orleans. According to L ANUS A, a DRE member 
at New Orleans, not Identical with BRINGUIER, had obtained 
the application from OSWALD preparatory to an attempt by 
the DIE to infiltrate the FPCC. 

Text of the FPCC leaflet which BRINGUIER had sent 
to LAW USA by letter dated November 2p, 1963* Is as follows:
